GIVE BRIEF DE SCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED: — ; — — , . 

OnWay, November 27, 201 1 , at approxima tely 2:34 a.m., members of the Second District were summo ned to 
1337 Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, for the report of sound of gunshot,. Upon their arrival, they located the 
decedent on the west side of the street in the 1300 block of Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, specifically m front 
of 1 350 Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, suffering from multiple gunshot wounds^Two other victims were also 
located suffering from gunshot wounds. Subsequently, two stabbing victims were found in the immediate area 
and a third stabbing victim drove itself to the George Washington University Hospital. Tne ^cedent was 
suffering from apparent gunshot wounds to the body and was unconscious and unresponsive The DC Hre 
DeTartment EMS was suTnmoned to the scene and transported the decedent to the George UmTO 
Hospital. The other victims were also transported to area hospitals for treatment. A short time later t he ^ decedent 
Tuccumbed to his injuries and was pronounced dead at 4:20 a.m„ by Dr.Abel of the hospital staff The decedent 
was transported to the District of Columbia Office of the Chief Medical Examiner pending an autopsy. The two 
other gunshot victims and three other stabbing victims survived. 

During the course of the investigation two additional victims were later located at hospitals in the njetropolitan 
area suffering from injuries consistent with blunt force trauma. It was discovered that these two victims had also 
attended the event at the Heritage India Brassiere and Lounge and were jumped outside. 

On Monday, November 28, 201 1, Dr. Carolyn Revercomb performed an autopsy on the decedent's remains. The 
cause of death was a gunshot wound and the manner of death was ruled a homicide. 

An investigation into the offense was undertaken by members of the Criminal Investigations Division Homicide 
Branch of the Metropolitan Police Department. During the course of the investigation it was discovered that the 
Heritage India Brassiere and Lounge (restaurantA>ar/club) located at 1337 Connecticut Avenue , Northwest and 
Promoters Mel Productions held an event called "Black Out,- an afler-Thanksgiving Day Celebra 10 n that began 
on the evening of November 26, 201 1 and continued into the early morning hours of November 27 201 ^ ■Uunng 
the event there were two altercations that occurred near the photo booth, which were immediately handled by 



S ecurity and those individuals were escorte d outside. The Last altercation prompted management and security to 
shuUhe event down early which sent the patrons spilling onto the streets. After the estabhshment was 
emptied, further fighting occurred outside the club, which led to a brawl. 

While processing the scene, Witness One hereafter referred to as W-l, was located and interviewed. W-l stated it 
was In Z 1 300 block of Connecticut Avenue, Northwest, when it noticed there was something gomg on Uke a 
it W-l stopped at the median and sat down on the rail deciding whether to go that way. Thats when W-l 
observed the shooter standing on the concrete pad located in the median near the tree box area^The shooter was 
Sing the Heritage but aiming towards the tunnel. W-l observed the shooter raise his arm with a weapon mhis 
S and fire. W-l described the weapon as being black in color. W-l stated the shooter fired three , im ^ W- 
S a crowd of people and discovered a victim who had been shot. W-l telephoned 91 1 .W-l descnbed the 
ZZ Ja black male 25-30 years of age, 5'9" to 5' 1 1" in height, medium complexton, thin frame, wearing 
jeans and t*tf appeared* be a light colored gray shirt that was baggy off In. shoulder and may have been a 
hoody. W-l also describes the shooter as having a clean shaven face and clean cut ha.r. W-l stated it did not 
observe anyone else with a gun. 

Patrol units in the field stopped an individual fitting the shooter's description. A show-up ^^^Jf 1 
yielded negative results. W-l stated the individual stopped had on the same type of clothing and stature, but it 
was not the shooter. 

The primary crime scene was processed by the Metropolitan Police Department Detectives and Crime Scene 
TechmciS Four (4) .40 caliber cartridge casings were located and recovered from the crime scene These shell 
Sng w2e located in the physical area consistent with where W-l had observed the shooter near the : treebox in 
the median) The Metropolitan Police Department Firearms Examination Branch has confirmed that the four (4) 
.40 caliber cartridge casings were identified as having been fired from the same firearm. 

In the area near the cartridge casings, a Maryland Driver's license was recovered. Members of the Metropolitan 
Police Department located and interviewed the individual, Witness Two, hereafter referred to as W-2. At the 
beginning of the interview, W-2 stated that it had lost its identification card and assumed that the police had 
fotmd it W-2 stated that it had attended the event at the Heritage India that evening, where it consumed some 
alcohol.' W-2 stated that a fight broke out during the event, but it was not sure where or how the altercation 
started, but the lights came on and everyone was required to leave the club Once ^f^l?) 5 ^ * 
physical altercation in the street, and it went in the opposite directly with its friends close by. W-2 stated that it 
was not involved in any part of any fight, nor were its friends. W-2 heard gunshots, but was not sure of its exact 
location when it heard the gunshots. Two friends that were with W-2 were located and interviewed and 
according to their recollection, the group was located near the median when the shooting occurred^ After the 
shots W-2 and its friends ran. W-2 did not see the shooter, but just heard shots that we close by. W-2 said that 
when it ran it must have dropped its identification card. The clothing worn by W-2 on the night of the murder is 
not consistent with the lookout description of the shooter. 

Witness Three, hereafter referred to as W-3, was located and interviewed. W-3 stated it attended the event at the 
Heritage with Jhonte Coleman (the decedent) and a friend to celebrate another friend s birthday. While attending 
the event it observed that an altercation occurred in the area near the picture booth. Security personnel were 
observed'escorting a couple of males out the front door. Shortly afterwards, an announcement was made 
indicating the event was shutting down, and that everyone should make their way to the front door. Upon leaving, 
W-3 the decedent, and another individual proceeded across the street towards the median. W-3 heard a 
commotion back towards the Heritage India. As W-3 turned, it noticed a guy being pulled to the ground and 
being assaulted by several subjects. A brawl broke out afterwards. There were people standing or. the concrete 
slab located in the median. A single guy, on the median near the tree turned towards W-3 and stated You with 
them " W-3 replies, "Nah man I don't have anything to do with that." W-3 then observed the subject reach into 
his waistband and pull out a gun. W-3 began to run and jumped across the guardrail when it heard at least three to 
four gun shots. Having been shot, W-3 collapsed to the ground. W-3 noticed the decedent on the ground on the 
other side of the guard rail on Connecticut Avenue crawling and it looked like he got hit in the stomach because 
he was in the fetal position. W-3 described the shooter as a black male, under 27 years of age, 180-185 pounds,

Durin* the course of the investigation your affiant has learned that on November 27, 201 1, at approximately 3:40 
a m rh defcXt Brcndon Terry, who was accompanied by a family member, arrived at Doctor's Commun.ry 
Hosphal located at 81 1 8 Good Luck Road, Lanham-Seabrook, Maryland, with a severe laceration to his left 
mdex finger Brandon Terry told the hospital staff that he accidentally sustamed this injury while cuttmg the leg 

of a chicken. 

It was discovered that Brandon Terry provided the telephone number (202)j,^Mto Doctor's Community 

Hosdta IT* rhome number. Subseque ntly, detail call records consisting of outgoing an incoming calls ^ere 

Eaed for the telephone number (202) associated with Brandon Terry It was 

subscriber to this telephone number is listed to his baby's mother, to include the telephone of (202)HHH 

Re call records indicate communication with his baby's mother and W-4 (d-scussed below) shortly after the 

shooting. 

In an attempt to identify potential witnesses or suspects yet unknown your affiant obtained still photographs that 
L b«nXn at the "Black Out" event Your affiant also obtained a single conftrmaUon photograph of Brandon 
Terry D<S 6/17/82 for identification purposes. Upon viewing Brandon Terry's photograph he ,s depic ed ,n 
more than one of the still photographs obtained from the event on the night - q-st.o- B ™ d ™^ 's 
pictured as a black male subject with a low haircut, a left lazy eye, weanng a black shut W1 th DKNY JhAiNh 
down the sleeves and blue jeans. 

Witness Four hereafter referred to as W-4, was located and interviewed. W-4 stated that on the night of this 

h, den uZeived a telephone call from the defendant Brandon Lance Terry between the hours of 2:3 Iw.. and 

3 OoTm The defendant stated he needed to go to the hospital for an injury. Upon p.cking up ^fendan , the 

emanating from the defendant, his face was swollen, and his hand was wrapped up. After arriving at Doc o s 
Community Hospital the defendant admitted he stabbed three people and shot somebody. The defendant told 
wTKbody asks what happened to my hand tell them I cut it cutting chicken; this is the same story he told 
itSKS. During wTs initial interview, it indicated that it was not totally forthcoming with significant 
S! Stained the night of this incident. W-4 was shown a single confinr^onphotograph and 
positively identified the individual depicted in the photograph as Brandon Terry. W-4 stated this is the same 
K2 who admitted he stabbed three individuals and shot somebody at the club that night toW- 

4 Brandon Terry also stated that he covered his face with his hand wh.le he was firing the shot so ttat Ins face 
could iS be sZ. Additionally, Brandon Terry (from Riverdale, Maryland) stated that a fight broke out in a club 
between his group and another group from another area of Riverdale, Maryland.

Witness Five, hereafter referred to as W-5, was located and interviewed. W-5 was not present at the Heritage 
India but observed news coverage of the incident in the days that followed. On the Thursday following the 
incident the defendant, who W-5 knows by name (Brandon Terry), asked W-5 if it had seen the news coverage 
about the shooting and stabbing that occurred at the club. W-5 acknowledged that it had seen the news coverage, 
to which the defendant responded: "That was us." The defendant also told W-5 that it had been stabbed in the 
hand, and he stabbed the people back. 

A non-custodial interview was conducted with Mr. Brandon Lance Terry on Tuesday, January 24, 2012, at the 
Criminal Investigations Division Homicide Branch Mr. Terry was advised that he was not under arrest and was 
free to leave at any time and was asked questions regarding the shooting incident that took place outside the 
Heritage India in the early morning hours of November 27, 201 1 . Mr. Terry denied involvement m any shooting 
or stabbing but did state that after the event was shut down, while waiting for the valet parking attendant to 
retrieve a friend's vehicle, he observed his friend being jumped and eventually thrown to the ground by multiple 
subjects- Mr Terry and another friend attempted to assist their friend before becoming victims themselves. Mr. 
Terry stated he walked away to gain his composure when he heard three to four gunshots. Afterwards, Mr. Terry 
was driven to his baby's mother residence. According to Mr. Terry, the only injuries he sustained at the club 
were a swollen head/face and a busted lip. Nevertheless, Mr. Terry maintained that he cut his finger severely 
while cutting chicken at his baby's mother residence after he got home but prior to 3 :40 a.m. when he arrived at 
the hospital Mr Terry stated he telephoned a relative that took him to Doctor's Community Hospital. Mr. Terry 
denied that he sustained the injury to his finger from stabbing anyone at the Heritage. However, based on your 
affiant's experience, assailants armed with sharp objects often cut their hand when the object is used to stab 
someone, as the sharp object often becomes slippery with blood, causing it to slide down the assailant s hand. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, your affiant believes that probable cause exists and 
respectfully requests that an arrest warrant be issued for Brandon Lance Terry for this offense.
